Hennessy,-Earl Kinvbery 
ley and others? Have you not read the letter 
to the English. newspapers, on the question, by 
Mr, Peter A. Taylor, M.P., andothers? Perhaps, 
however, in your distant part of the world, you 
have not scen, or read, these slatements, . R 
even ifyou have, you might, and perhaps nbt 
.altogether unreasonably, abject, that general 
statements in the public'press arc not a sufftcicat 
Authorjly for grave imputations upon any system, - 
or upon any comnunity. Well, Ict us at onco 
assume this to be so, and sct aside all the news- 
paper correspondence and statements and confine 
the matter to official reports. 


In the autumn of 1879 there was published an ' 


official correspondence between the Governor of 
Hongkong and the Colonial Office, In that cor 
respondence, Governor Hennessy gave an ace 
count of what had‘come under hia personal ob- 
servation and which indicated a very grave and 
objectionable state of things in the local penal 
system. For example, he found two prisoner 
who had been flogged nine days previously, an 
who were still Ulecding from the wounds occa. 
sioned by those floggings~—one of the prisoners 
having cight, and the other twelve such wounds, 
It further appeared that prisoners, previously to 
being flogged, were placed on a very weakening 
dict of rice and water, whereby their floggings 
were rendered still more penal. Also in about a 
year and a half, more than two hundred flogyings 
were inflicted upon the, prisoners in Hongkony 
gaal. Governor Hennessy reported tothe Sceretary 
of State for the Colonics that—'' This is probably’ 
without _a parallel in any part of the civilized 
globe of the same amount of population,” 

From further official correspondence, published 
in August 1881, it appears ‘that the humane Go: 
vernor’s interference had already been followed 
by a material decrease, both in grave and in 
minor crimes, in spite of the decrease, or disuse 
of flogging. : : 

The news from the Colony, reccived from time 

to time, has shown that much opposition, by 
some of the, Colonists, has been manifested to 
the Governor’s Christian and philanthropic exer-* 
tions. But here, in Great Britain, there appears 
to be a general concurrence of public opinion in 
support of the Governor's action, wiiich is re. 
garded as that of a noble-hearted and courageous 
man, and as 2 worthy representative of the illus- 
trious and merciful Sovercign, for whom, and In 
whose name, he administers the affairs of your 
Colony. A : Ye ‘ 
“And it is to be hoped, that amongst the Euro- 
pean, as-certainly amongst the Chinese popula- 
tion of Hongkong, there aré many persons who 
cordially support and honour the Governor's wise 
and humane procedure ; though it is evident that 
some, on the other hand, have endeavoured to 
thwart and discourage him, : 

Doubtless, neither Governor Hennessy, nor 
those who, in this country, admite his course of 
action, would desire to encournge crime, orto 
pamper prisoners. On the contrary, they would 
Proniptly admit that it is no truc humanity to 
render prisons cither attractive ar insufticiently 
penal, The proper function of a prison is to tend 
permanently to empty itself. And allexperience 
shows that this is Best securcd by a duc com: 
bination of reformatory with deterrent, and of 
preventive with reprosgive, treatment, . The 

prompt, but slothful, resort, to mere wholesale - 
floggings, has, wherever it has been resorted to, 
tended to crush men into’ permanent shame and 
crime, They have had to be flogged again and 
again, and imprisoned time after time. 1 speak 
now of flogging as a general feature of, any 
system. Experienced criminal administratots, 
who do not wish to see flogging absolutely abo- 
lished, but mainly held s# ferrorent, for resort 
in extreme cases, have repeatedly stated their» 
conviction that, in this'sparing infliction, and on 
rare occasions, consists its only merit, But even 
the recent official statistics of your own Colony 
. now prove the failure of the former flogging 
system, and the morc repressive as well as pre 
ventive efficacy of Governor Hennessy’s wiser:

repression. «The Governor argued that, even if 
he had the will to do so, the resources of the 
Colony would not admit of his maintaining in-

and that it ‘was not to be expected this sinall 
island should be the penal depositary of the 
criminal classes of the adjacent empire. With’ 
the approval. of the Secrelary of State, he 
strengthened the Police force and passed an or- 
dinance authdrising the branding of irreclaimable 
criminals, their deportation, aud punishment by 
the lash if they ventured to return, "These mea- 
sures were followed by a rapid diminutlon in 
crime. pias : 
Sir Arthur Kennedy succeeded Sir Richard 
MacDonnett and, ‘during his administration, a 
great change occurred in the position of affairs, 
_ The beneficenteffect of rapidly expanding’ foreign 
{rade and commercial intercourse became evident 
in an inerease of industrial activity throughout 
the neighbouring provinces, the population were 
being gradually weaned from piracy by a great 
demand for honest labour, the Chinese Central 
Government had recovered its authority ‘and its 
tevenue cruisers patrolled the Coast, steamers 
were gradually superscding not only the Chinese 
Junk, but the foreigh sailing vessel, and the op- 
portunities far successful piracy became searce. 
When Mr, Hennessy came to the Colony in 
1877, he found crime greatly diminished, an ac- 
cumulating balance in the Treasury, anda sur- 
plus’ annual revenue to be dealt wit The 
period was opportune for mitigating any severity in 
the Penal laws which a Governor, whose views, 
on the policy to be pursued towards crime har- 
monized with the course of recent penal: legista- 
tion in Western countrics, might deem to be no 
longer necessary, and if Mr. Hennessy had been 
possessed of tact, diserction and any reasonable 
considcration for the opinions of those who might 
differ from him, the measures he proposed to 
adopt would have been accepted without any 
difficulty. 
Unfortunately the Governor did not posacss 
those qualitics, Ho engaged in bitter personal 
quarrels with hie subordinate ‘officers, he ex- 
Aggerated {n° his speeches and .deapatchcs the 
severity of tho penal system of the Colony, and 
he lost no opportunity of reflecting injuriously 
upon the policy’ of his predecessors, without 
making the smallest allowance for difficultics of 
their position or the altered circumstances of the 
“times,” Unfortunately also, following the change 
of policy adopted by the ‘Governor, a daring act 
of piracy was committed, in the ycar 1878, in the 
centre of the city. “A band of pirates Janded and 
kept off the police while they pillaged the shop 
of a native goldsmith and made good theirretreat 
to their boats. A public meeting of the in, 
habitants was called to consider the policy of 
the Government and, ina moment of excitement, 
not unnatural in the circumstances, resolutions 
were adopted which, somewhat illogically, con- 
demned the recent measures of leniency towards 
criminals, instcad Of reflecting, as they well 
might have done, upon the Executive, for, the 
‘ proved inefficiency of the police. It was obvious 

however, from the language used by more than 
onc of the speakers, that the real cause of the 
mecting was a want of confidence in the Governor, 
who, by personal quarrels with one Colonial 
officer after another, it was considera, had 
brought the cxccutive administration to a climax 


of sepiticicncy. 

P organized opposition was ever shown to the 
Governor's policy with regard to the treatment of 
crime, though it is true grave doubts were ex- 
pressed, from time to time, by the press asto its 
success. ‘The criticisms upon Sir John Hennessy 
on this subject, were mainly directed towards
